THE  REPUBLICAN  PARTY. 

II. 

Thb  Latb  Defeat.— President  Grant 

bot  Responsible  for  it — Where  the 

Resfonbibilitt  rests. 

Deliberate  reflection  convinces  ns  that 
our  last  week’s  article  on  this  subject  as 
cribed  the  defeat  of  the  party  to  the  prop 
er  source — the  just  indignation  and  right 
eons  judgment  of  our  offended  Sovereign, 
the  King  of  King*  and  Lord  of  Lord*. 
The  same,  doubtless,  could  be  said  of  th 
overthrow  of  the  Democratic  party  in  1839. 
For  sixteen  years  the  Republican  party  has 
now  been  entrusted  with  the  inactions  of 
the  Government.*  And  this  bss  been  the 
most  trying  and  critical  era  of  our 
Country’s  history. 

The  great  and  good  Abraham  Lincoln 
was  called  and  especially  endowed  in  mind 
and  heart  for  the  em-rgencies  of  the  civil 
war  period.  But  the  mistake  of  the  party 
ip  associating  with  him,  as  Vic*  President, 
during  his  second  term,  a  life  long  Demo 
orat  and  a  Southerner,  who  by  the  assassi¬ 
nation  of  Lincoln  was  exalted  to  the 
Presidency,  virtually  operated  to  block 
the  progress  or  pervert  the  salutatory  mea¬ 
sures  of  reconstruction  for  four  years,  at 
the  time  when  it  snould  have  been  carried 
forward  with  the  greatest  vigor,  and  would 
have  proved  ruoet  successful.  By  this  means 
the  four  years  following  the  war  were  prac¬ 
tically  lost,  or  worse  than  lost. 

Then  our  present  worthy  chief  magis¬ 
trate,  President  Grant,  war  elected  to 
preside  oyer  the  destinies  of  thi*  great  na 
tion.  Though  posessed  of  the  highest  at¬ 
tributes  of  manliness  and  nobility  of  char 
acter,  of  ardent  patriotism  and  peerleaa 
military  genius,  of  quick  discernment  and 
instinctive  sente  ot  justice,  of  an  honorable 
purpose,  of  fidelity  to  trust  and  of  energetic 
performance  of  duly,  yet  General  Grant's 
previous  iifa  had  given  him  no  experience 
ol  statesmanship,  no  acquaintsnce  with 
th*  arts  and  intrigue*  of  politicians 
sod  the  chicane  ry  of  diplomats.  Though 
duly  accredited  lor  an  unuaual  share  of 
natural  acumen  and  soundness  of  Judg 
ment,  yet  be  had  not  been  endowed  with 
the  logician’s  culture  and  skill,  nor  the 
oralor’s  eloquence.  How  was  he  to  with¬ 
stand  the  onsets  that  would  be  attempted 
to  obtain  place  or  patronage  by  eminent 
lawyers,  able  judges,  eloquent  divines,  em¬ 
inent  senators,  powerful  conspirators 
and  unprincipled  poli'ioinna?  I*  it  sur¬ 
prising  that  during  the  first  years  of  bis 
incumbency  be  should  make  blunders  1  Is 
It  not  rather  a  marvel  that  he  should  not 
hare  made  some  disaetrewt  mutates  f  To 
uur  mind,  Prasldont  Grant  has  pioved 
himself  a  remarkable  man. 

Tha  errors  of  the  Republican  party  are  to 
be  charged  to  the  armrest  of  certain  states- 
men  '  mho  tnwU  hate  it  to,"  and  brought 
to  hear  eoch  influences  with  arguments

If  ha  has  sometime* 
yielded  against  his  better  judgment  in 
mailers  of  inferior  importance,  should  he 
be  blamed,  or  those  who  were  ao  persistent 
and  dogmatic  I  And,  in  other  mailers  ol 
greater  significance  and  of  more  manifest 
coum.  queue? ,  as  in.the  rehabilitation  ol  ccr- 
taiu  Southern  Hiatus,  where  desirable  re¬ 
sults  have  not  bceu  reached  out  of  defer¬ 
ence  to  Stale  right*  and  constitutional  law, 
or  have  been  delayed  and  prevented  by 
the  wicked  schemes  ol  sinister  ex-rebels, 
prematurely  amnestied,  or  Corrupt  politi¬ 
cians,  determined  to  rule  or  ruiu;  surely 
the  President  cannot  justly  he  deemed 
blameworthy.  Likewise  iu  those  things

Ft 
nance  and  Uanelno,  about  which  the  wi 
scat  and  best  meu  in  the  country  so  great¬ 
ly  differ,  while  the  President  tiaa  not  hesi- 
tuted  to  express  his  general  opinions  a*  to 
proposed  measures,  and  Ut  a  memorable 
case  to  interpose  hi*  euuscicutious  and  pa¬ 
triotic  veto,  he  has  referred  the  subject  to 
the  legislation  of  Congress,  where  it  prop¬ 
erly  belongs.  Is  he  then  to  be  held  culpa¬ 
ble  fur  the  incapacity  or  neglect  of  those 
whom  the  people  send  to  represent  them  in 
the  Hons*  and  in  the  Senate  t 

Once  more,  iu  respect  to  tha  universal 
depression  ol  trade  and  business  ,  is  that 
to  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  President  f 
If  the  government  is  in  any  way  responsi¬ 
ble  fur  it,  it  must  be  traced  to  thi  legisla 
live  department  which  made  the  laws, 
tampered  with  the  Currency,  wasted  time 
in  school  boy  debates  abont  financial  poli 
cy,  specie  basis  etc.  and  decreed  or  with 
held  a  protective  tariff,  or  a  healthful  free 
trade  competition,  according  to  tta  mind.

from  year  to  year,  in  statu  qua  and  the 
public  be  deprived  of  ita  advanteuo.  It 
can  coat  no  more  to  do  it  at  one  time  than 
another,  and  there  ‘are  but  two  properties 
to  lie  consulted  about  it,  and  they  are  a^ile 
to  bear  the  expense  of  puttmg^the  street  in 
a  passable  condition.  Cannot  the  town 
committee  issue  ita  mandamus? 

Hillside  Avknux— whtch  runs  fVotn 
Bloomfield  Avenue,  opposite  and  almost  in 
extension  of  Park  Avenua,  to  Washington 
Avenue  i«  now  an  accepted  and  dedicated 
street  of  the  town.  It  has  a  good  bridge 
over  Montclair  Creek  and  only  needs  a  few 
day*  attention  on  the  part  of  Road  Mast¬ 
er  to  make  it  a  pleasant  drive  or  prome¬ 
nade  front  the  Park  and  the  churches 
through  to  all  parts  of  West  End.

Numerous  bills  were  duly  audited  end 
ordered  to  b*  paid,  including  the  Goa  Com¬ 
pany’s  account  to  1st.  October. 

A  response  from  the  Board  of  Freehold 
ere  to  a  requisition  of  the  Council,  mad*  at 
a  former  meeting,  for  the  constructioa  of 
a  new  bridge  over  the  creek  and  the  deep 
cut  of  the  Montclair  Railway  at  the  cross 
ing  uf  Mouutain  Avenue,  was  received,  to 
the  purport  that  on  the  advice  of  their 
Counsel,  they  decline  to  construct  the 
bridge  a*  not  witbiu  the  legal  obligation! 
of  the  County  Board. 

After  considerable  debate  the  Council 
mndc  the  following  order :  thatjjxe Counsel 
to  this  Board  be  instructed  o  take  sneb  1e 
gal  action  as  he  may  deem  expedient 
agninst  the  Montclair  Railway  Company 
to  compel  them  to  construct  a  good  and 
sufficient  bridge  acroM  the  deep  cut  which 
tliey  have  made  for  that  Rood  at  Moot 
clair  Avt'uue  crossing  in  thi*  townehip. 

The  Deep  Ctnr.— A  confused  rni*»p 
prehension  of  obligation*,  moral  and'  legal 
operate  to  prevent  the  ex  cation  of 
highly  important  and  indispensable  roes 
•ure  not  only  for  the  convenience  but  also 
for  the  safety  of  the  publie  having  occa¬ 
sion  to  travel  on  Mountain  Avenue.  In 
tbe  construction  of  the  Montclair  Railway 
the  engineers  required  the  bed  of  tbe  road 
to  be  graded  some  thirty  feet  tielow  the 
level  of  Mountain  Avenue  at  that  eroeaing 
the-  effect  of  which  waa  to  divert  the 
stream  uf  water  which  c-toam-a  the  Avenue 
nearby  tram  ita  natural  channel  into  tbe 
railway  cut.  A*  it  belong*  to  tbe  Board 
of  Freeholders  to  build  necessary  bridges 
over  running  stream*,  they  were  looked  to 
to  supply  this  want.  Itut,  as  they  had 
pruriousiy  built  a  bridge  over  th*  stream 
et  this  aveotie  crossing,  at  a  cost  of  some 
$2,00  ,  they  do  not  feel  it  incumbent  on 
them  to  construct  another  bridge  at  the 
same  place  to  meet  an  exigency  for  which 
the  Railway  Company  it  presumed  to  be 
responsible.  There  would  term  to  be  ob¬ 
vious  justice  in  this  conclusion.  Our 
Town  Council  considering  it  unjust  that 
the  town  should  bear  the  ex  petite  of  thi* 
structure,  Which  la  rendered  necessary  only 
by  tha  engineering  of  the  Montclair  Rail 
way,«ataraJly  aoa  look  to  that  Cnmpan 
to  build  tha  bridge,  and  they  are  at  laoat 
morally  right  (a  thi*  expectation.  Wh*r 
ever  th*  responsibility  resit  It  la  hoped 
that  tbs  Work  will  be  accomplished  with 
ao  uaaocaaeary  delay.

Rev.  Dr.  Bush,  one  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.,  made  a  report  of  the 
condition  of  tbe  fluancea  and  the  work  of 
that  highly  respected  Missionary  Board. 
88  new  laborers  have  been  put  into  the  field, 
the  total  number  now  being  370.  20  new 

churches  have  been  organized  and  1000 
members  added  during  the  past  year.  The 
work  iu  Japan  is  exceedingly  encouraging 
and  also  ia  the  Miuroueaian  Islands.  $300 
OOOtt  is  estimated  will  be  needed  by  tbe 
B-iard  tbe  coming  year,  and  tbe  work  >• 
laid  out  on  that  basis,  which,  it  ia  not 
doubted,  the  liberality  of  the  churches  will 
justify  and  sustain. 

Aa  announced  in  the  Oazettb  laat  week, 
tbe  two  subjects  intended  for  discussion  at 
this  meeting  were  "The  Lord’s  Supper,” 
aud  the  ‘‘Relations  of  Science  and  Christi¬ 
anity.”  Rev.  Mr.  Bradford  having  learned 
that  Rev.  Dr.  Btorrs  would  be  unable  to 
attend  this  Convention,  proposed  to  the 
meeting  to  take  up  the  latter  subject,  first, 
which  wsa  agreed  to.  He  then  announced 
that  Rev.  Dr.  Chapin,  President  of  Beloit 
College,  bod  consented  to  open  the  dis 
casslon.  The  Doctor  took  the  rostrum 
and  expatiated  for  half  on  hour  interest 
ingly  aud  learnedly  upon  this  important 
subject.  “All  through  the  ages”  said  he, 
there  baa  been  antagonism  between  sci¬ 
ence  and  Christianity .  Formerly  Christi¬ 

anity  assumed  the  aggressive  attitude,  but 
in  later  rimes  science  has  become  bold  and 
defiant,  sometime*  cat rying  iu  opposition 
■m  Ur  as  to  exert*  tha  belief  that  ua  sup¬ 
porter*  would  fain  stamp  out  Christianity. 

He  thought  that  ministers  were  not  now 
at  liberty  to  preach  as  formerly.  The  chan 
ed  aspect  of  things  must  he  met;  not  in- 
eed  by  d<  tiounufig  science  or  scientific 
men,  nor  by  ouperciliously  yielding  the  well 
established  ground  on  which  we  Maud,  but 
rpther  by  courtesy  snd  conciliation,  with 
wisdom,  knowledge  aud  firmness,  win 
them  from  their  error.  He  would  advise 
the  exercise  of  the  rational  faculties,  accept 
ing  ail  discoveries  in  natural  things,  and 
entering  into  th*  rational  proccsa.  But  we 
have  an  element  ut  faith  that  places  ua  on 
vantage  ground  ;  especially  is  Ibis  true  in 
regard  to  whatever  pertaiua  to  our  being 
Each  one  judging  lor  biu>»etf  ol  the  prm 
ciphs,  the  thoughts,  the  conclusion*  aud 
prompting*  within  ourselves.  Tbe  divine 
record  must  of  court--,  be  thc  test  and  stan 
(lard  ot  judgment.  The  character  of  Gft>d 
as  made  known  in  bit  Word.  But  we  may 
use  the  revelation*  of  science  in  confirming 
the  truth.  We  mar  even  use  tbe  term* 
which  scientist*  are  to  psitial  to,  power  or 
forced!  imlare.  as  they  call  it. 

But  what  is  this  power  or  force  ?  Om¬ 
ni  potenoe  is  behind  it,  and  it  uniat  all  be 
refered  to  ao  original,  infinite,  *ell  existent 
uiU  power.  Of  which  created  man  i*  en¬ 
dued  with  a  share  which  he  i*  to  exerciae 
in  hi*  limited,  finite  sphere.  Wr  need  not 
fear  investigation,  though  it  may  seem  tor 
the  time  to  unsettle  opinion*  The  Doctor’* 
peroration  wj*  eloquent  and  assuring  for 
the  stability  and  onward  progress  of 
Christianity. 

Rev.  Mr.  LiaiMtnwooD,  ioliowtd  in  a  few 
i-ornaat  ntitrk*  He  thinks  there  ia  no 
grouud  for  tb*  war  between  Science  and 
Christianity.  There  is  no  w*r.  We  are 
williog  to  accept  tbe  demonstrated  revela¬ 
tion*  of  Science,  bnt  w*  will  not  receive 
their  gruetee.  They  must  not'  be  permitted 
to  apply  their  material  tests  and  measure¬ 
ments  to  spiritual  things. 
i  K*v.  Dr.  Edw.  K.  Bubchen  thought 
there  was  analogy  between  tbe  material 
»nd  the  apiritaaTsorld.  To  make  a  per 
f* ct  Uni.  else  there  must  be  one  ruliug, 
self-existent  mind.  Science  belongs  to 
bdtb  material  and  spiritual  and  should 
not  be  restricted  to  the  material  only .  A  ft.  r 
logically  amplifying  this  thought,  the 
Doctor  referred  to  Herbert  Spencer  as  ex¬ 
hibiting  one  phase  of  the  controrersy.  lie 
does  uot  admit  the  pi-rsomdity  of  th*  De¬ 
ity.  Hit  God  is  the  inrislble,  unknown 
and  unknowable  being!  Bnt  we  contend 
for  a  personal  God  and  He  ia  and  must  be 
known.  Take  that  I  act  from  tbe  old  or 
trnm  the  new  uatameat  and  there  ia  not  a 
shred  left  ot  iL  An  infinite,  eternal, 
aelf-exiatent  God  mast  be  able  to  reveal 
bimaelf  to  bis  creature*.  Thera  ia  no 
danger  of  our  losing  our  personal  God. 
Wa  need  not  tear  investigating  the  materi¬ 
al  World.  The  oonclosion  of  the  Doctor'* 
remark*  took  a  practical  and  piotta  direc¬ 
tion,  invoking  tbe  purification  of  Christ i 
unity  and  beapeakiug  a  feeling  of  chari 
tableneaa  and  sympathy  for  scientist*  who 
have  got  eatray  from  the  “  old  paths”  and 
the  "B.ble  Chart.” 

This  closed  ibe  afternoon  exsiriam.  Rev 
Mr.  Bradford  announced  that  the  gener- 
oua  members  of  bia  Church  had  provided 
•  liountiful  repast  which  was  spread  ia  the 
Lecture  Room  attached  to  the  Church, 
and  to  which  th*  pastors  and  delegate*, 
sad  frirada  Irom  abroad  were  cordially  la- 
vfmd.  On  o> sending  to  the  Lecture  Room 
our  eyes  were  greeted  with  a  sight  that 
would  huve  dona  credit  to  a  first-el 
hotel.  Tallies  bountifully  loaded  with  all 
good  thing*,  and  *aaU  for  three  hundred 


many  ludte*  ontong  the  gut-.-ia,  which  con 
tribuled  not  a  little  to  tbe  pleasure  of  the 
occasion. 

The  attendance  ia  the  *oppcr  room  waa 
giacsfully  performed  by  a  corps  of  youug 
ladies  «f  tha  church,  who  allowed  ao  omis¬ 
sion  to  mar  the  agreeable  feeling*  which 
tha  eutertaininent  excited. 

The  excellence  end  sufficiency  of  the 
least,  for  the  large  number  (about  300)  who 
partook,  the  hearty  Cbrialisu  kiudueaa  of 
he  invitation,  and  the  courteous  onticipa 
liou  of  every  want  by  the  reedy  and  vol 
unteer  attendant*,  will  aotkoon  be  forgot 
ten. 

The  evening  aeealon  commenced  at  7)4 
o'clock.  The  church  waa  welt  filled. 

Rev.  Prot.  Mektin.  of  New  York  Uni¬ 
versity  continued  the  discussion.  The  re¬ 
lation  of  science  and  religiou*  truth  he  re 
garded  a*  of  tuadamautai  importance.  Il 
the  preaei  nrpect  of  religiou*  truth  fail  to 
coiurueud  itself  to  the  scientific  tuiud  it  U 
fatal ,  but  the  Prof,  deeiu*  it  much  tuurw 
hopeful  than  formerly.  Science  and  Chris 
tiauity  are  coming  nearer  together,  whclh 
in  friendly  or  hostile  reUtioue,  because  they 
discuss  the  Miss  truth.  Both  consider 
lorce— but  wbat  is  it  ?  Science  cannot  tell. 
A  fundamental  assumption  of  science  is 
that  force  is  universal  and  persistent.  This 
i*  Herbert  Bpeucvr’s  claim  tor  it.  But  we 
know  Uie  fore*  that  ia  nut  oar  own.  We 
cannot  strike  our  baud  upon  the  table,  or 
plant  our  fo  tupoh  thc  ground  but  w«  feel 
it  ia  resitted  by  auutlier  force  that  is  great 
cr  than  ours.  The  fiat  of  a  seif-ex  latent 
eternal,  iu  finite  will  decrees  it-  That  is 
uur  personal  God  and  ha  it  knoioabla  and 
doe*  reveal  himself  to  us. 

The  arguments  of  the  Professor  were 
clear  and  forcible  and  well  sustained  the 
position  of  Rev.  Dr.  Beecher  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  though  Prof.  Martin  had  not  been 
present  to  bear  or  know  of  Dr.  Beecher's 
speech. 

Rev.  Dr.  Beecher  again  took  the  floor, 
seemingly  apprehensive  that  there  might  In¬ 
disposition  tu  compromise  or  tamper  with 
the  scientific  thought.  He  elaborated 
somewhat  and  guarded  the  arguments  of 
his  afternoon  speech  against  any  thought 
of  looseness  or  indifference,  and  would 
have  us  stand  by  our  colors. 

Rev.  Ltman  Abbott,  in  an  eloquent  and 
energetic  manner  and  with  a  Christian, 
evangelical  heartiness  pleaded  agsiust 
Spencer'*  cold  Materialism  and  for  a  prac 
tical,  earnest,  conscious  piety. 

R*v.  W.  B.  Bnowa  of  Newark  made  i 
very  floe,  thoughtful,  logical  speech  in  the 
same  vein.  . 

Rev.  Mb.  Word  ol  the  Independent 
newspaper  was  called  out  by  Mr.  Bradford 
and  occupied  the  floor  for  a  abort  time, 
without  interesting  the  audience  very  much 
ia  hi*  learned  abstraction*  at  that  late 
hour. 

We  have  confidence  that  thi*  discussion 
was  timely  and  took  a  very  wise  and  sate 
course,  and  that  It  can  hardly  fail  US  be 
effective  and  fruitful  oi  good  Wa  could 
wiab  that  the  whale  town  might  have  lis¬ 
ten  d  to  it. 

A  vote  of  thanks  waa  moved  and  adopt 
ed  in  acknowledgement  of  the  kind  invi 
tation  and  generous  entertainment  extend 
•d  to  the  Association  hy  tbs  Montclair 
Congregational  Church. 

The  large  delegation  cannot  fail  to  have 
carried  away  with  them  the  conviction 
which  every  body  is  acquiring,  that  Mont 
clair  don't  do  anything  by  halve*.
